One  outstanding  result  of  a re- 
cent conference  at  Denver  attend- 
ed by  Russell  Mickelson,  IOC 
president,  was  the  move  to  adopt 
the  system  of  social  unit  rush  ac- 
tivities now  in  effect  at  Brigham 
Young  University. 

The  conference  was  sponsored 
by  the  Mountain  State  Committee 
on  Equality  of  Educational  Op- 
portunity in  Higher  Education.

1.  To  formulate  a statement  of 
principles  which  can  be  applied  in 
institutional  administration  as  an 


example  of  administration  with-

in  and  out  of  the  classroom,  a 
consciousness  of  human  values 
which  will  better  enable  him  to 
make  decisions  without  prejudice 
in  his  college  and  later  life.” 

This  was  the  first  time  BYU 
has  been  represented  at  the  con- 
ference! so  Mr.  Mickelson  had 
the  opportunity  to  explain  the 
rushing  system  used  by  social 
units  on  this  campus,  which 
leaves  the  choice  with  the  indi- 
vidual .not  the  unit.

Once  again  this  year  we  would  like  to  state  our  policy  concern- 
ing letters  to  the  editor.  First,  and  most  important,  we  welcome  all 
letters,  both  those  favoring  our  policy  and  those  opposing  it.  How- 
ever, we  would  ask  students  to  make  sure  that  they  realize  what  our 
policy  is. 

Most  students  feel  that  everything  found  on  the  editorial 
page  is  paper  policy.  This  is  not  the  case.  The  editorial  page  can 
be  divided  into  three  main  sections;  editorial,  letters  to  the  edi- 
tor, and  signed  columns. 

Editorials  are  written  by  the  editorial  staff,  are  found  in  the  left 
hand  columns  and  are  unsigned.  They  represent  the  policy  of  the 
paper. 

Letters  to  the  editor  are  just  that.  Letters  written  by  students 
to  the  editor  commenting  either  upon  editorial  policy  or  university 
affairs.  They  are  signed  by  the  individuals  who  write  them,  and  do 
not  in  any  way  represent  the  way  the  Universe  feels  about  any 
particular  subject.  Incidentally,  due  to  space  limitations,  they  should 
not  be  longer  than  200  words. 

Signed  columns  are  somewhere  between  letters  and  editori- 
als. All  Universe  columnists  are  responsible  to  the  editorial  staff 
for  column  material,  but  only  to  the  extent  that  if  any  material 
seems  entirely  against  paper  policy  the  Universe  reserves  the 
right  to  withhold  publication  of  the  offensive  material. 

Columnists  have  considerably  more  freedom  than  editorial 
writers,  but  the  responsibility  for  what  they  write  is  their  own.  All 
columns  are  signed,  and  the  opinions  put  forth  in  the  column  rep- 
resent the  opinions  of  the  writer. 

Once  more  may  we  state  that  the  official  policy  of  the  Universe 
is  set  forth  only  in  the  editorial  columns.

By  1956,  the  earliest  date  poss- 
ible because  of  existing  con- 
tracts, the  educators  hope  to  have 
every  team  in  the  league  meet- 
ing each  of  its  fellow  members 
every  season.  It  is  the  next  log- 
ical step,  they  feel,  after  their 
gentlemen’s  agreement  of  last 
year  banning  spring  practice.

000  Miami  Open — will  bring  the 
1953  professional  golf  campaign 
to  a close  this  week,  and  the 
veteran  slammer  from  West  Vir- 
ginia will  be  here  to  try  for  his 
sixth  championship.
